HOLD SOULS OF THEIR DEAD. 


Tha Natives Offer 
Gifts and Food, 


Sometimes Human, to Appease the 
Man Eaters—Th« Hawaiian* Used to 
F«ed Their Dead to the Monsters. 


In view of the wide dlstrlbullou of 


Ibarka and''tln'li strength and ferocity, 
qualities which upjipiiled to the savago 
mind. It Is nut strange that the cult of 
shark worship should have arisen Tills 
worship Is esinvhilly common In the 
south sens, where sharks are very nu- 
merous, swiys the Detroit Tree I'rcss. 


lu Ihe Solomon Island* living sacred 


objecls are clilelly sharks, alligators, 
snakes, etc. Sharks are In all these Is- 
lands very oflen thought to be the 
abode of ghosts, as natives will nt 
times before their death announce that 
they will appear as sharks. Afterward 
any shark remarkable for size or color 
which Is observed to haunt n certain 
shore or rock is taken to be some one's 
ghost, nnd the name of the deceased Is 
given to It. 


Such a one was Saulablrnatawa nt 


Ulawn', a'dreaded man cater, to which 
offerings of.poriwlse teetti were made. 
At Saa ccrtnln food, such as cocoanuta 
from ccrlaln trees, Is reserved lo feed 
such a ghost shark, and there are cer- 
tain men of whom it Is known that' 
after death they will lie lu sharks. 
These, therefore, are allowed to .eat 
such food In the sacred place, lu Saa 
and lllawn If a sacred shark had at- 
tempted to seize a man and be had 
escaped the people would be so much 
afrnld of l.hr shark's anger that they 
would throw the nian back In Jhe sea 
to be drowned. These sharks also were 
thought to aid. in catching the bo'nlto, 
for taking which supernatural power 
was necessary. 


In the Banks islands n shark may 


be a tangaron; a sort of familiar spirit 
or the.abode of one. . Some yenrs a'go 
Manurwur. son of Mala, tbe chief man 
in Vanua Lavarhad sucii a shark.

H wfis.in tbe Hawaiian Islands, how- 


ever, that shark worship reached Its 
greatest perfection. 
Its worship ^was 


quite common on the Islands, each one 
having a special shark as his ances- 
tral go\V. The worship of sharks was; 
duo'largely' to the fact that the belief 
ill the transmigration .of souls Is quite 
general among, the Polynesians, nnd 
the' Hawailans .would feed their.dead 
to the sliarks under the supposition 
'that in this.way the soul of tbe dead 


would enter the sharks and so animate 
the latter as to Incline them to respect 
' the bodies of the living. 


Several of the' African coast tribes 


worship the shark.,Three or.four times 
In the'year they celebrate the festival 
of the'shark, which Is done-In this 
wise: They all row out In their- boats 
to the middle of the river, where they 
Invoke, with the strangest ceremonies, 
the protection of the great shark. They 
offer to hiul poultry and goats In order 
to satisfy his sacred appetite. But this 
.Is nothing. An.lufant Is every year 
sacrificed lo Ihe moiister, which has 
been feted and nourished for the sac- 
rifice from Its birth to the ago of ten. 
On the day. of the fete It is bound to a 
post on a sandy point at low. water. 
As the tide rises the child may' utter 
cries of terror, but they are of no. 
avail, as It Is abandoned to the waves, 
and the sharks soon arrive to finish its 
agony nnd thus permit It to enter Into 
heaven. 


Tlie Polynesians have an ancient fa- 


ble treating of the,flight of Ina, the 
daughter of Vallorlnga and Ngactna, 
to tbe sacred isle.. 
After the sole 


dumped her at the edge of the break- 
ers with euch 'disastrous results to it- 
self from the angry princess the latter 
summoned the shark and by Its help 
succeeded In reaching tbe sacred 
if- 


land. Keeling thirsty during the voy- 
age, Ina cracked a cocoanut on the 
shark's forehead, and thU accounts for 
'the bump now found on the forehead 
of all sharks.
